Hoc. K«-nneth Ravner of North Carolina, 
has written m long letter to I>r. Willuiio El- 
der, <>f the Treasury Department at Wash- 
ington, in which he explains how he, who 
had loup lK*en a strenuous opiioncnt of &e- 
i-ession. was imiuct-tl D> yield to tbe move- 
mei ! and cast in his lot "with the rebels. 
Mr. Ray tier also makes many inleret>tiu^ 
comments on the questions at is>ue between 
the North and isotiiH. We present a synop- 
sis of the letter, which is far loo lengthy to 
be inserted entire. 

Mr. Uayuer says ! hat on fiiftt taking a 
seat in the National House of Representa- 
tives, 1:1 Is ;:», i.;- loresaw and predicted that 
slavery agitation, if not arrested, would end 
in the" de>true:;on ot the I'niuu. In his 
speeches in ('••norths in 1-41 and l s l">, he 
used the Btrongi i i4 arguments he eould 
bring to 1m sir to restore harmony between 
Lhe oppovinz elements, and in his address

was a prominent member of the National 
(OMki inoMTlil of the Know Nothing Order. 
Mi wa« tin* sole originator of the third or 
Cn. on decree, the mem liens of whioh took 
a most stringent oath to emplov their great- 
est MM ivi' ■ in support of the Union and in 
opposition to seces-jion. In the session of 
I he North Carolina I^t-frislai ur«- of 1s.j2-5;, 
he made what be considered bin ablest 
spei*eu against a s.-ries of resolution* afiirm- 
ing the doctrine of sece-sion. In 1*50-57 be 
opposed IU' rep. al of Missouri t'ompro- 
•,.i--. and ihe l»n d Seott decision, which be 
i-parded as a monstrous perversion of the 
lav, s ot the land, and as draggling the ju- 
dieial ermine in the dirty puddle of party 
poll; if.-.. Th«- very day the news ot the rt— 
I>eal of the compromise reached Raleigh, he 
declare* 1 publicly in the stieets that it had 
given the death-blow to slavery, and, M 
feared, to the Union also. Alter the election 
of Mr. Lincoln, in lOSO, he still maintained 
tbe cause of tbe Uuion. Tue failure of the 
1'eace Congress in March, 1S01, made him 
hick al heart, and the fall of Fort Sooafeor 
made him leel that darkness h i I enveloped 
the land, but on the 2C'th of May, LSBi, in 
common with every other member of the 
North Carolina Convention, he ootoi bt

consistency in so doing, and that it would 
have been lor his peace of mind had he 
voted uo, although standing alone in doing 
so. He, However, thinks there were palli- 
ating circumstances in the course which he 
and other Union men then pursued, lie 
tars : 

North Carolina was the most thorough 
Union Stale in the South, except, perhaps, 
Kentucky. She was, 1 believe, the last 
Slate to secede, except Tennessee. She 
waited long aud anxiously to see if some 
compromise could be made to preserve 
peace. Her people had voted down, by an 
overwhelming majority, a proposition for 
Convention, in February, 1881, 
the ho; e «hat an amicable adjust- 
ment would be arrived at. Our 
people were lookiugto Washington, 
to the Rucbanan administration, as 
representing the national jtower and 
authority, to see what they would do. 
They looked in vain. And here 1 must say 
that I regard James Rucbanan as m re re 
sponsible for the disasters aud horrors of 
the last four years than any man in tbe na- 
tion. The people of the South had very 
kindly feelings for him. Jn l„ct, be was 
more popular with the ultra men of the 
South, on account of bis connivance at the 
Kansas outrage, his dogma about having 
no power to coerce a State, Arc, than be was 
with tbe Union men. A rt monstrance 
from him, ■ warning, a declaration from 
him that be must maintain tbe au hority of 
tbe Government and see that the laws were 
executed — this coming from a friend, 
would h«ve induced the secessionists to 
pause and consider at least ; it would have 
aroused and given conlideuce to the Union 
element of the S >uth. It would, in my 
Opinion, b:;ve averted the conflict. Rut he 
stood stiil and did nothing. State after 
State seceded, '•overnment vessels trying 
to relieve Tort Sumter were firei into and 
driven off, A Government, hostile to the 
Union, was iierlecting its organization at 
Montgomery. Troops were volunteering. 
And yet the National Government sto d 
still, as ir it were powerless. Congress wm 
in session, yet Congress took do action 
looking to tbe vindication of tbe national 
authority. What was the effect upon the I 
public mind f So tar M regards the Union 
men in this State, they were paralyzed, 
panic stricken, without a rallying point. 
To sacn lir e themselves for a Government 
that would not defend itself, nor try to pro- 
serve its own existence, seemed to thein 
(Quixotic and absurd. The public mind as- 
sfj« iaies the organs and agents of the Gov- 
ernment with the Government itself It 
looked as if tbe Government bad abdicated 
its powers, that the right of a State to se- 
cede bad thus been politically adjud>ated 
and had come to be the settled poliev of the 
country. In other words, it struck the 
public mind that the Union was dead and 
yone, aud all its friends could do was to 
bury it. 

Mr. Lincoln came into power in March, 
1661. His proclamation calling for troops 
was issued. A northern man cannot un- 
derstand tbe state of things prevailing here 
at that time. Unless be baa been here and 
seen the influences at work, and tbe state 
of feeling superinduced thereby, bo cannot 
appteciate tbe difhoulties which beset tbe 
I in- .n men. 1- it u. I«- wondered at, that 
men who had once become possessed of the 
idea that the Uniou was at an end, should 
not have been able to take a calm and con- 
siderate view of Mr. Lincoln's call for 
seventy-rive thousand men? It struck 
them,. not as tbe act of a government ex- 
erting its rightful power and vin- 
dicating its violated authority, but 



as a vinJlctive attempt on the 
part of a foreign people to punish them, in 
order to gratify feelings of hatred. Mind 
you, I am not Urging that this was the fact. 
I merely suggest whether su« h views, al- 
though erroneously entertained, are not 
entitled to great allowance, under the DOOtt* 
liar circumstancf -; for really at that time 
(I speak of North Carolina) the public mind 
was in such a state of doubt, dilliculty, con- 
fusion, almost despair, that the best and 
ablest men knew not whioh way to turn. 
In this state of public feeling the Conven- 
tion met in this city. The Convention re- 
garded tbe Union as at an end — that the 
President's proclamation calling for troojis 
was a virtual declaration of war agaiust 
the South. They saw Virginia ou the 
north, and South Carolina on the south, 
had passed ordinances of secession. Tbey 
yitd'ied to the inevitable force of facts. 
They adapted the State, as best they could, 
to the circumstances surrounding her. In 
passing the ordinance of secession, they 
felt that they were yielding to what seemed 
the law of destiny. Still, so far as I w:is 
concerned — and I believe the W~ was the 
case was nearly all those who had OOM 
Union men— I lioped that our actiou was 
not linal; that something would soon turn 
up to prevent a collision of arms, and re- 
sult in an adjustment of the dilliculiy. 

lu the view I have presente lot the course 
of the Union uieu of ibis State, aud the in- 
liuences by which they wero forced, I am 
not trying" to prove that the Union men did 
right. My purpose has been to show that 
he diScauisfl of their situation were such 
as to entitle them to great sympathy and 
forbearance on 'he part of those disposed to 
censure them. 

The hearts of the great mass of the South- 
ern people were never in this disunion 
movement, lu calling their Btoto |SOVO> 
i ions, il was not the foregone conclusion 
iliiit disunion was to follow. It waoboOMOi 
the times were jierilous, and it was thougiit 
best to convene the sovereign power of the 
BtotOBj to consult ou what was best for tho 
e nimou good. In not a State 1 think was 
the ordinance of secession ever submitted 
to the people for thedr ratification or rejec- 
tion, "fis true, that in the spring of lNil, 
theie w as a storm of feeling that swept over 
the South— a sort of furor, growing out of 
the idea before suggested, that il was a war 
of vindictiveness on the pari of a section, 
rather than the effort of a Government to 
enforce its lawful authority. Rul that tor- 
nado :-oon subsided, as was evidenced by 
the necessity of a " conscription/' in order 
to keep up the army. 

Mr. Kayner then enlarges on the fact that 
the North Carolina Union men did not re- 
gard it as it loreg< ne fact that disunion 
would follow their vote for secession. They 
!: poo the imminence of the eonllict would 
force a se-llement of the diflieulty, but hav- 
ing placed the Slate in the position of an- 
tegOOJoai tothe»;<»»-ernment they frit bound 
as a matter of personal honor, to sustain 
bar in thai position until a reconciliation 
should take place. In sustaining the Ooe> 
ledoratf Government for the time being 
;hrv made it so strong that all iheir influ- 
ence had no weight against it. Thus il was, 
the Union men found them -eh es powerless. 
Having blundered into the diftcttlty, every 
< Sort to get out seemed I > iuvoive n series 
Of additional blunders. Eiually, ooaonrlp- 
iion, boJbOM OOrpai repeal, repudiations, 
lithe, impressment, ant heavy tax stiOB 
BOOMMMOsOOBd tbe reign of terror, which 
•rushed and pro-trated and s-aled the 
mouths of tbe Union men throughout the 
South. 

H t! en alluder, to the continuance of the 
war long after all hope of Southern success 
boi poOOOi away. He says that altet the 
h.ittie of Qettooobarg not one-tenth of the 
Southern people had any couf-denoe in -he 
triumph of their OTOOs, " He then confesses 
that the Union men of the South sinned 
neatly in no: throwing themselves into the 
MOOjOo in the lirst instance, aud risking 
civil war al home, rather than sutler the 
I'l.ion to be broken up; but concludes that 
their f.iult was rather one of omission than 
ot commission, and apiieals to the charity 
and m.tguanimily of the North. He re- 
i : : i 1 1 . 1 - the reader that a Northern man (Mr 
DoOflai lirst suggested the repeal of the 
Missouri Compromise; that Buchanan, an- 
other Northerner, encouraged the forcing 
of the L>e ,mpt >n Constitution on the poo- 
l leof Kansas, and that the same Northern 
man winked at the seizure of forts and arse- 
nals which culminated in tha attack on 
Sumter. 

He ingeniously pleads: It may bo said 
that the South should not have allowed ii- 
■oif to be thus seduced by OsMob and de- 
signing Northern men: that our lirst parents 
did not the less forfeit Paradise b ecause the3' 
were "l>eguiled" by the serpent; very true, 
but still every critical reader »f the Bible 
must com lude that in the punishment in 
liicttd th-' temptation of ibe serpent did 
p! -.;il in mitigation with Almighty mercy. 
The Divine wrath was poured out ou the 
■ . pent also. 

He expresses his conviction, that the 
South will recuperate, if treated generously, 
; nd w ill ad pt itself to the new condition of 
affairs. Capital is now its greatest need. In 
regard to the freed men, he is not hopeful. 
Though never an admirer of slavery, be- 
lieving it to l>e a curse to the white race, he 
yet thinks il beneiicial to tbe black, and ar- 
gue* at length to show that the freed men 
will not work, and should be separated from 
the w bites to prevent the South from retro- 
grading into barbarism. He says he treat- 
ed his slaves so well that he was styled a 
"negro spoihr" by his neighbors, and yet 
they have been a burden and expense to 
btOA. Since the war began he has paid out 
1*73,000 in Confederate money for the sup- 
jtort of his blacks, and though be foresaw 
emancipation, would uot sell them. Hesays 
lin y are now living a life of idleness Bad 
dissipation, aud will not work. He then 
draws an elaborate picture of tbe poverty of 
tbe South, urging thai the rebellious people 
have been punished enough. The emanci- 
pation of the slaves alone Oeingtantamouut 
to the imposition of a tax of ?1.000,uoo,0li0, 
lands and houses hiid waste, live stock aud 
agricultural implements destroyed, dtc, 
and closes by saying: 

I know the fact that those who have been 
most anxious for peace— those who for the 
last eighteen months or two years of the 
war were in favor of taking the best terms 
the Government aud the Northern people 
would grant us— "reconstructionists," as 
they have been termed — have always re- 
lied on the magnanimity of the North in 
t lie day of victory. They never would be- 
lieve — and they have repelied the charge — 
that the North would takp pleasure in hu- 
miliating the South, and in rioting in their 
cruelty over a bold and manly foe. They 
l-elieved the North was sincere in their pro- 
fession ; that their purpose was to preserve 
the Union ; aud that wheu that great pur- 
pose was accomplished, they would relent 
and allow sympathy for suffering, and mag- 
nanimity in the hour of iriumph to take the 
place of veugeance and of wrath.

We were ad- 
mitted into his work-room— a garret at the 
top of the house. It appears he had a 
scolding wife who did u't like tbe messes 
and noises he made, so he was sent to the 
attic. The room is exactly as Watt left it. 
The very ashes are still in the grate; bis 
little lathe has a bit of unfurnished work in 
it ; tools lie about ; books and drawings are 
in old drawer-, ami strewed here and there. 
It is a miserable little place. Only four of 
us could get in at one time. In fact tbe 
daughter of tiie house, who went witn us, 
had to tuck herself up in all manner of 
shapes to prevent her crinolinesweepingall 
the letters into the corners. The house is a 
rarr good one, and Watt was rich when he 
died there; but it is clear his wife kept him 
and his little work-room iu the background. 
Tbe room has only been recently opened. 
By the will of Watt's son it was ordered to 
be left forever as the old man left it when 
lie loot went out at ils door. It was not 
looked into for m ore tha n thirty years."

[Correspondence of the I'nion Pn-Ks.J 
I informed the readers of your paper a 
few days since, that I would prepare a re- 
view of (he Kev. Gabriel B. Moore's letter 
Of I H-tobor 2d. I did so. I sent my letter 
to the Democrat, because 1 wanted the 
same persons to hear my version of this 
unpleasant con' roversy, in order thai they 
might determine who was right. As the 
Democrat had fully indorsed Mr. Moore's 
version of tbe matter, I requested him, in 
case he declined publishing my brief history 
ol tbe affair, to send it to the Union Press.

Harney A Co.'s low down meanness, and 
treated them iu all time to come with that 
silent contempt which my own self-respect 
demanded, it it had not been for the un- 
qualified indorsement they give Moore'.- lot* 
ter. Harney & Co. say: "the Union Proafl 
came out the other day w ith a letter from 
Gen. Palmer to a Kev. Mr. Howard, and 
also with a spasmodic editorial quite c har- 
aotoristlOi This was natural, as ther- WMM 
a negro in tho wood pile, and that was suf- 
ficient to warraut any amount of hard 
word* The s'.ory goes that Mrs. Moore 
drove her negro woman away because she 
had gnt li t e papers, she having, as alleged, 
S husband in the army. She came to the 
Re?. Mr. BOW) id undiodan 1 meanly clad. 
He hired her, and the grand jury indicted 
him. He writes to G^-u. Pamier, and the 
General, taking the whole story as true, re- 
plies. Now, if tbe Bn v. Mr. "Howard can 
make out such a case, why doea he write 
to SOB. Palmer. A man that abides by the 
low must not fear it when administered by 
a jury of his own neighbors. The truth is, 
1 iio-e who know M r. Moore will conclude 
that there is another side to the story. He 
does not mistreat either white people or ne- 
gn es. We refef to the letter of Mr. Moore 
in another column, which explains the 
whole affair, and which is the simple truth 
of tho matter. The negro had no free 
papers, and was entitled to none. His Mis- 
tress required an apology tot her ill be*m- 
\ ior, and ehe left, and found a home in the 
- line town, with Mr. Howard. Now, Mr. 
Howard is iudiud for violating the law, 
and writes to the military authorities, 
whereupon tho press gets into spasms aud 
abuses Mr. Moore, wdiom the editors do not 
know, making asses d themselves gener- 
ally.'' Mr. Harney says Moore paid him f< r 
publishing his letter." I wonder If he paid 
him to vouch for tne bundle of falsehoods 
it contained? I infer he did, or Harney 
would have had the manliness to have 
given the truth after he learned it. Moore's 
letter, and Harney's endorsement, seems 
to be an emulation from the same cranium.

muuv years a prominent educator of the 
Kentucky mind. When the clouds of 
war commenced gathering dark aud low-

Synod met at 10 o'clock. The Judicial 
Cotninittei- presented tiieir report, iu part, 
on the complaint of J. P. McMillon against 
tho I^ouisville Presbytery. No. 1, and the 
sopoal and complaint of J. C. Youtig and 
other* ag.dnst t.'ie same Presbytery, No. 2. 

Dr. Wilson desired to have some papers 
read. He w ished to say that he hoped the 
Synod would bear in mind that the Pres- 
bytery of Louisville was not on trial iu 
:-u<-li sense before this court as that we are 

calle i upon t c mlined simply to what 

i> strictly entitled evidence in a court of 
law. The only reason why ha desired the 
pap< r* read at "his time instead of reading 
i , in in the course of argument was that it 
was the more convenient way. 

The first paper he should ask the clerk to 
read VMM M the protest of Dr. Hodge 
against the Spring resolution as it is called, 
iu the minutes ol 1m»1. 

It was read as requested, as also the fol- 
lowing: The protest against the action of 
the Assembly in adopting the minority re- 
port of the l oiniiiittee ou the state o'l the 
o. untry. denying the right of the Presbyte- 
ry deciding the qualifications lor a mein- 
b rahip in the church with reference to 
"loyalty."

fruit in abundance of a 
In Harrison BBMty, 
whereof Cynthiana is the chief town, and 
treason the chief sentiment 
life of the people, lives one 
Mr. Whaley, a noisy and notorious reb l. 
Tho judges of election, last August, know- 
ing well this man's antecedents, refused to 
mm ive his vo.e at the polls. He has prose- 
cuted them for the " offense," and claims 
damages to the tune of ten thousand dol- 
lars. Theimpuuity with which the man has 
for years flaunted his treason to tho sympa- 
thiz tig little public arouud him, and dili- 
gent ly exercised the same iu substantial 
services to rebel soldiers and the cut-throat 
gangs of guerrilla robbers, sufficiently 
foreshadows what will be the result of the 
prosecution. No public sentiment exists in 
the couuty of a character and strength to 
furnish any protection to loyalty in such 
an encounter. Meanwhile, the continuance 
of martial law would render it both compe- 
tent and obligatory upon the military au- 
thorities to have this malignant arrested 
and tried lor overt acta of treason, and es- 
pecially of that most vicious form of trea- 
son, harboring and conniving with guerril- 
las. Such arrest was iu fact made, some 
days since tn the strength of affidavits tiled 
by persons living in Whaley's neighbor- 
hood who have been familar with his con- 
duct since the outbreak of the rebellion. 
These affidavits affirm that the witnesses 
haye seen Whaley convoying supplies to 
guerrillas, have soon members of his house- 
hold preparing clothing for them, have 
known repeated instances of guerrillas be- 
ing lodged in concealmeut at his he 
They also affirm that the .aid Whaley 
njieuly rejoiced at the assassination of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, and declared that he ought 
to have been killed thirty years «go. Nu- 
merous other kindred items are contained 
in these preliminary charges against him 
The prosecution instituted against the elec- 
tion judges has of course provoked 
movement which brings out those ugly 
facts in the plaintiff's antecedents 

On last Friday, when the culprit was at 
mm < yuthiaua railway station, in the hands 
of a small military guard, an infuriated 
mob, headed by the >Sh< nilo/ the cuunt;/, re 
leased him from their hands, breathing out 
the while the most intensified and seditious 
language of hostility to the representatives 
of the National authority. The Sheriff an- 
nounced to the crowd and tho ballled mili- 
tary guard, that any further attempt on the 
part of the latter to arrest Whaley "or any 
other man'' in that vicinity, would be mot 
him with violent resistance ; that h

would surumon the whole county to his aid 
il need be. Thus stands the matter to-day. 
As martial law has lieen repealed, and as it 
is obvious that bloodshed must result from 
an attempted repetition of the arrest, we 
presume Gen. Palmer will await orders 
lioiu higher authority before proceeding 
further iu the case. If such miscreants as 
Whaley are to beallowcd to persecute Union 
men with impunity, and to the full limits 
ol their gloating malice, as a consequence 
of the revocation of martial law, the sooner 
Union people become acquainted with that 
fact the better. The authorities at Wash- 
ington are by this time notified of the Cyn- 
thian jierformauce, and we trust that they 
will issue such orders as will tend to restore 
the sense of public security which already 
wavers. Wc suppose inasmuch as troops 
are retained, and Gen. Palmer retained, 
and the w rit of habeas corpus is not re- 
stored, that the design is to preserve public 
peace in the State by the help of just s 
much military force as may in any given 
case be needed. With this view we were 
disposed to regard the repeal of martial law, 
whilst an uncalled-for und unfortunate 
concession to the rebel element, to be, nev- 
ertheless, practically void for the most part 
of evil consequences. Our doubts on this 
point are giowing slightly. We shall see, 
shall see. 



can be wielded in Kentucky. Does any 
man suppose that forty-two thousand votes 
would have been polled in the Stale in favor 
of the Constitutional Ameudmeut this sum- 
mer, had Congress paid scrupulous he. d to 
the sanctity of the Kentucky slavu code? 
and voted no recruiting of negro soldiers, 
and no liberation of them and their fami- 
lies? Did not the advocacy of the amend- 
ment by supple and unscrupulous politi- 
cians turn wholly on tho "demoralization'' 
ol slavery through the action of thctb-ucral 
Government? Would a word against the 
institution have ever appeared in the Lou- 
isville Journal but for such a IMM ? 

That paper openly and constantly avow s 
thcnio-t uubouuded and implacable aver- 
sion towards anti-slavery men who are 
such on principle. No doubt its paftMM 
and admirers share the feeling. Such p o- 
plc will vote down slavery u hen thei/ tim e 
to. And if Gen. Palmer is sustained in his 
iso, i.ndj just, and humane policy of ig- 
noring slavery in the State, and treating its 
black inhabitants as a part of tho loyal 
population whom he is here to protect, the 
pressure of exactly the same force w hich 
wrought thus far towards emancipa- 
tion will be just ho much enhanced. Gen. 
Smith says the people cf Kentucky are 
"easily persuaded but hard to drive. - ' Wo 
are not particular about th« name given to 
"persuasions" as have have liberated 
hundred and sixty-five thousand ne- 
groes iu the State and brought us well on 
towards the final consummation of free- 
dom. They have at all events been effect- 
ive and benefit-out and they are of precisely 
the same nature with the persuasive meth- 
ods of Gen. Palmer to which he so strenu- 
ously objects. And they are "persuasions" 
which the pro-slavery men resisted to the 
limit of their ability, and with quite the 
same feeling of reseutmeut they now ex- 
hibit towards Gen. Palmer. His acts are 
not regarded by them as any less constitu- 
tional or justifiable thau were tho acts of 
Government to which we refer. And Gen. 
Smith knows but too well that neither the 
28,0/0 slaves would have been enlisted, nor 
the 7^,000 wemen and children been libera- 
ted in Kentucky through the influence of 
any other persuosions. 

The Government of the United States de- 
cided that slavery was its mortal enemy 
and decreed the death of the institution. 
Kentucky as a loyal State was appealed to 
to endorse this decree. She was offered 
compensation for all the loss such endorse- 
ment might bring upon her. She de- 
nounced the decree, denied its necessity, de- 
clined tho proffered reward for acquies- 
cence, with haughty scorn. But the Gov- 
ernment was fixed iu its determination to 
destroy the institution, und proceeded by 
methods which it decided to be legitimate, 
to render it iu Kentucky both powerless and 
valueless. The result is that slavery pi 
procticaliy dead here. Whether it lias been 
'•driven" or "persuaded" into its present 
fix, we leave those to judge who are fond ol 
studying subtle distinctions. For ourselves 
we feel very secure in the conviction that 
tho scrupulous regard for the slave code of 
Kentucky and for poi -ua-ive methods, so 
suddenly and sharply awakened in tho 
breast of this anti-slavery, Union Congress- 
man, would have deprived the country of 
the vastly important advantage which now 
accrues from the certainty of tho early ex- 
tinction of slavery iu this State, both in 
fact and in name. And W'i are equally cer- 
tain that Gen. Palmer's policy has boon in 
pecfect keeping with, and has immensely 
promoted the policy of freedom into which 
Kentucky has been "persuaded" by the 
Government.

The iact furnishes no valid objection to 
that system.

Had the 
pass system never been adopted the hatred 
of the pro-slavery element toward General 
Palmer as the representative of impartial 
freedom and the protector of emancipated 
sIhvi s in the State, would have been not a 
whit less than it now is.

And certain or otherwise, it is a matter of 
more consequence to the said Smith than to 
the welfare of Kentucky or the interests of 
humanity. That Gen. Palmer has post- 
poned the day of freedom in Kentucky, or 
turned back the approaching acquiesence of 
our people in the emancipation amendment 
is a ridiculous absurdity. 

The pro-slavery party in Kentucky is a 
majority of its voting population. "Though 
one were to rise lrom the dead" for its con- 
version, that party would not be converted 
in tenthnent.
